TANKER SINKS TUG, 
TWO ARE DROWNED 


Clarence P. Howland, Hit by Her 
Tow, Turns Tartle—Captain © 
and Three Men Saved. / 


Two men were drowned yesterday 
when the tug Clarence P.. Howland, 
property of the Howland Towing and 
Transportation Company of !80 Broad 
Street; turned turtle and sank following 
a collision with the Texas’ Oil Com- 
pany’s tanker Roanoke. The accident 
happened in’ Staten Island Sound, be- 
tween Bayonne and West New Brighton. 
The Clarence P. Howland, under com- 
mand of Captain Mortimer Fountain 
with a crew of five men, had been 
assisting the Roanoke to make the Erie 
Basin in Brooklyn from Bayonne. Both 
boats were well out in the channel when 
the Roanoke. signaled she could ‘go 
ahead under her own steam, and the 
tug let go the. hausers.. There was some 
mistake the signalling, for both yes- 
dels started ahead at once, the bow of 
the tanker: colliding with the stern of 
the tug on thé port side. —. 

According to members of both crews, 
it seemed the slightest of impacts, but 
it was sufficient to send the tug reeling 
far over. on ite side. Captain Fountain, 
who’ was in the »wheelhouse, yelled a 
warning to hig men as he saw the water 
come pouring: over the low: bulwarks of 
the Howland, It brought Asher Brooks; 
the engineer, fromthe engine room on 
the jump, followed by -the fireman, a 
Spaniard, known to the crew only as 
** Joe.” The, cook, George JohEauech. 
léaped from. the galley and  joltied 
Thomas Hammiil, the mate, and Thomas 
Buckley, deckhand. 

For a second it looked as if thé tug 
were going to right ‘herself and. she 
balanced there ata 45-degree angle. 
Then, with her whistle screaming - for 
help as Captain Fountain : jerked the 
signal cord, she turned completely. over 
and sank. 

The Roahoke .and ‘a Texas Oil Com- 
pany tug, the. Latin. America, rescued 
Captain Fountain and three of his men, 
Hammill and the fireman ‘‘ Joe’ had 
disappeared: The Mate’s body was. re- 
eovered Ed giants tha evening by the harbor 
police-and was identified by Mrs. Ham- 
mill... The Hammills live at 171 .Twenty- 
seventh ‘Street,, Brooklyn and have six 
children. 

The police reported last night that/no 
trace “had been ftound of ‘the firemari’s 
body: The Merfitt-Chapman ' Wrecking 
Company will raise the tug this 
morning.
